That State Registration Carvds
Are Not Sufficient.

DEFENCE COUNCIL ACTS

Issues  Specific  Instructions,

for General Enrolment
Next Thursday.

Martin Conboy, Director of the Draft
for New York city, reminded all men
beiween 18 and 45 yesterday that their
recistration In the State census does
niot reljeve them from the duly of regle-
tering ‘mext Thursday under the mselec-
tive mervice jaw and the President's
prociamation. Many persons. Mr. Con-
boy sald, seem to labor under the Im-
pression that State registration relleved
them from draft registration

The registration card which {& to be
fAlied out by about 13000000 citizens,
next Thursday contains only the mlm-:,
piest and most fundamental gueries
Registranta must write down thelr full
names, thelr permanent home addresses
their age in years, their date of birth.
thelr raclal origin, their citizenship,
pressnt occupatjon, employer's name,
place of employment or business, and
the name and address of thelr nearest
relative

Subsequently they will be requised
to fill in questionnaires calling for =
vast amount of detalled Information.

The New York State Defence Council
har issued a statement showing just
who must rtegister, when, where and
how, making clear to all who are in
the coming draft what they must do to
comply with the law.

How Absentees May Rexiater.

It states that all male persons who
have nttained their eighteenth birthday
and have not reached their forty-sixth
on or before Beptember 12, 1918, mumst
reglater unleas they have already done
s» on June 5, 1917, or 1918, or on Au-
gust 24 of this vear. and are not In the
military or daval service of the United
Bintes Registration day will be Hep-
tember 12

Loeal boards which have jurisdiction
where the person to be registered per-
manently resides or other piaces desig-
nated by that board will be the places
for regietration,

Reglstrants must go in person to their
local boards. If you expect to be awny
on September 12 go at once to the of-
fice of the local board in the district
where vou are and have your reglsira-
tion card filled out and certified. Mall
it to the local board having jurisdiction
where you permanently reslde, lnclosing
n seif-addressed, stamped envelope with
your card for the return of your reg-
Iutration certificate. Fallure to obtain
this certificate may cause serious in-
convenience. The registration card
must be malled in time to reach the
home lgcal board by reglatration day.

A special registrar will viait the hos-
pitals in each district September 12 to
regjster those who are confined therein.
1f you are in doubl as to what to do or
where to reglster consult your local
board
